An sdjmrned mesling of the Board of
Trade on Taesday evening, being in ocon-
tinuation of the regular meetiog of March
13 when only ten were present, waa fairly
sttended.

After the reading of a favorable report by
the treasurer the reports of the several com-
miitees were called for snd Mr. Houstcn,
ol the committes on raliroads and trans:
portation, stated (bt hin committes had
reached the concluslon that railroad build-
ing was a big job. Ho would undertake to
start s bank with better assurance of sno-
cesn, There sre now three raliroasd pro.
Jects under connideration, the Safe Harbor
road, the New Holland road snd the
Wnarcyville and Kiogs Bridge road
For this committer. and the committee on
commerce and manufactures, he stated that
il they were 1o do any good they would
bave to irave), and when the Lime came the
treasurer should be provided with tonds
for this purpose, either from the regular
fees or otherwise,

Mr, G. N. Roynolds, chairman of the
oxmmittee on statistics, read the followlng
report :

Your committes on statistics, to whom
waa referred Lhe resolution lostructing ue
to examine into the water rates charged by
Lancaster and its nelghboring oitles, beg
leave to make the following report :

We have corresponded with the proper
sutborities of quite s number of olties, some
of whom have replied aod others not as yet.

Oae of our membérs has visited the water
departments of Pollsdelphia and Harrla.
burg snd Jesrned there waat he could, In
Harrisburg the clerk of the finance com-
mittes of city councils, which commitiee
has also ontire ocbarge of the water depart.
ment, very kindly opened his books and
!.nn all the informstion la his power,

brough fIriends In Reading and Allen-
town like information was gained from the
committess of those oitien

In most of thess cilles from which we
have gained information It is the custom,
a8 in our Lancaster water commities of
counciis, when declding the water tax or
reni to be pala by the largs manufactories,
such ws large jfron mills, furn eta,
which use very large quaotities of water,
to make & specisl rate based upou the
quantity used, the larger the consumplion
tue lower the rate per gallon or cubie foot

These rpocial rates are not printed in
thelr regular sohedules of rater, and in
many cases are nol wade koown o the
general outside publio,

This custom of giving specia! rates, to be
fixed by Lhe waler commiitees, 1o large
manufactorios is but right.  Bslng whole-
sale consumers the cliy can well aflord to
#oil waler to thew et lower, or wholesale
rates, and, besldes all this, s the money
these large works pay outin wages glves
support directly and Indirectly to o many
people it thus enables the city to suppl
and sell I's water to many private dwell-
inge, boarding bouses aud siores which
olberwise would be vacant

Theolty of Balthmore has a standing
ofter to wake a contract with sny new
manufacturer who will locate hin works in
that city or remove thom there from some
other oity, to supply bim with all the water
he will want for his works, free trom all
oharge+, for a term of years.

This bonus ofler s very libaral for, al-
though that cily oblaina 1is water sapply
by gravily, it has spent an immenss sum
to do It and has its yoarly Interest to meet
on 1t very large issue of water bonde,

The ace nupunying com parative table will
give momie 1des of how the oities frcm which
Wwo bave obtalned full informaetion ditfar In
their schedule rater, but as the schedules
differ somewhat in their arrangomeat of
rates It may be that when the bills are
made out fur tho private dwelllng house
consumer Lthere may not be so much difter-
ence in tolal water rent psald as appears
oalled for by the schedule rates,

Toere appears to be an Important differ-
erence sgainst our own clty in the water
rates charged for the steam engines of the
amaller wdus'rier, Weo allude 1o steam
engines of less than 40 horse power, the
walér rata por horse power upon such en-
gines belng higher in Lancaster than in
H srrisborg, Readlug and Allentown, Upon
tngloes of 100 horse power, the rate s lowsr
with us than in the three ciliss pamed,
while we are lower upon all angines ol over
five horse power than the oitles of Phila-
delphla and Wlimiogton,

6 lenrned that it 1s thecustom with us
to not rate the larger engines At thelr rall
horso power, and from the total water rates
paid by very large consumers In Harris-
burg, Wwe inlor that cily does not eliber.
A llke rule probably prevails In other
olties, »o Lthat we cannot loll positively
from the priuted schadule rales whbat is the
real rate pald upon largo engines,

1l thesmaller engines of under 40 horse
power areé rated at their full horse power
we would recommend tbat our clty reduce
ita rates upen them to a8 low A reteas is
charged by olher cities ol like rank with
ours ; It buing A waller of lmportance o
the sunll and often struggliog indnstries,
Bince wriling the above we learn that it is
the castom {u our city tocharge all engines
of from one to five horse power $12,
which is higher Lthan |s chargod by the six
other clties from which we Lave rates, but
that upon engines of mmore than (ive horse
power it ia tue custom In our city to not
ralé them at thelr full borse power ; for in.
stance, one planing mill eovgine which is
40 horas power, In only rated at 29 horse

wer, We do pot yet know whether
othér ¢lties huve Lhe same custom or not,

Our nearest neighbor—York—which, al-
though & very anclent wa'den, is now
covered with blushes ovor its new dignity
of being at last a clty, inlurm us that Lhelr
rolling mill does nos obtsln its water sup
ply from the city worke, taking It from a
small stream upon its own land, As o the
olher tactories in York whioh sre sapplied
by the city they are in each casa given s
Bpecial rate which 18 not based upon any
specitied horss power,  For thia reason we
pannot ell what waler rale s charged Lo
manuleoturers o York, which s now a
thoroughily alive, wido awake Little oity, be -
Heviog wost tully in losieriog s own in-
dustriss,

In Harrisburg, which hasgrown sn large
and prosaperous by Its mauny sud very large
end varlous lron ludastries, we found tha
same dispute ocver the water rate uostion,
which was 80 lately disturbing us, some
members of thelr city councils claiming
that these largs works were mnot paying
enough apd 1Ls mwsoufacturers dlaiming
thal tuey ware alréeady psying loo wuch.
Anthe proaperity of Harrisvurg all depenas
upon the prospuerity of Is manafactories,
the majorhiy ol their eity councils very
wisely deolins to make any cbange In the
aproial rales already givea,

We are very glud to be alile to report that
the difterence ¢l opinlon which was exist-
Ing beiwesn our water commitice and our
larger manufactorers has within the past
forinight ceasad to exist, and thelr waler
rate & no longer io dispute, the waler com-
mittee very wisely decidiog to wdbere Lo
their old polioy of belog liberal to sueh lm-
portant Indusirie®,

From what we can fiad out s 1o the
special rates made In like cases in other
cities of like rank, our manulec uters now
bave no reason Lo complale,

Aa your committes woere divided in
cpinion &% to whe her the resolution under
which we were acting callad for an Inves-
tigation snd report upon 1he rates charged
in the varl.us cities upon water mixed
with an infasion of bops, barley, oorn or
rye, we make uo reparl upou tuis branch
of the sut jsc’

son appears lofty, It may be sald that the
newspaper rosembles the orow perched on
the fence post, cronking his observations on
the general sconomy of the universe, while
his fellows are bhard st work getting fatin
the ccrnfield. The press |s to business
what the preas ol business preyents
the business man from bolog, =
sentipal. Tue nowspaper, aa the sen-
tinel of business, wears the uniform
of business in the ahape of advertisemenis,
and soma papers, like some soldiers, con-
alst chletly o uniform.

The sentinel newspaper has & hard time.
1t must stick to {is post and stand up for I8
fellow.citizens in all kinds of weather ; for
the busine s rasding public iz a voraclous
consumer of commeroial literature, aud
must be fed, in good times or bad, with
cheerful expositious of the natural and
inevitable prosperity of the locality, The
sentinel must also keep a wary eye for
enemies Lo logitimate business within the
cam as well ss without, No one thinks
of guestioning bis report of prosperity, but
sbould be have to chronicle mislortune let
bim guard his peo.

Hpeaking both as a sentinel and s soldier,
as acrow of the field and fence poast, 1 pro-
pose to fill in the renminder of my sllotted
time with sclected minutes, taken In
memory, ¢f my own reflactionajat meetio
of the Board of Trado. Disrasll has said
that there 18 po education like adversity,
Would it not be well to apply our eduos-
tion by this method on the line of iis
greatest development?

There are so many
circumstances that may sdd (o or Interfers
with the sucoms of any busineas enterprise,

. stion. ¢ may lheorizs, but prac-
m.-mnunuun alone will solve ihe
question, These bhindrances snd sdvan-
uruu purely local. An enterprise that

Siates, we can furnish the noecessaries ol
iife, in quality and price, equally as cheap
not cheaper—as any other , Near

enough 10 the gredt coal tislds for fuel
and to the jron indusiriea for elther the
raw or manufsotured article, in Ita crude
state, unemployed labor in sufficlent
quantity ; Indesd, we seem to lsok In noth-
ing that would add to tbe success of any
enterprise, Why, then, do we pot bave
them ! And why have so many falled at
first, in sttempting to gain a foothold
here ? JIt you will gather the facts, and
study the history of the enterprises that
have falled, (at teast ficst), ‘youn will flad
that some of the requisites named were
wantiog. With all \be sdvantages Lan-
canter has, there are some enlerprises, on
scoount of the non-adaptabllity of the
piace, that would most oertalnly fall hers,

A glass or crockery lndustry, il located
here, would be st a dissdvantage when
com pared to Trenton, Pittsburg, Wheeling,
East Liv , &o, Fuel, Iabor and eyen
transport are largely In favor of the
Iatter. Natural gas has proved so impor-
tant a factor ss an slement of foel In manu-
facturing interestz—not simply as & matter
of economy, but on mooount of lis supe-
l'hl'ilf—-lhtl. It will in all probability, Io the
near future, centralize thess Industiries, and
all places not having these advantages will

not be alile to compete, Not only will in-
dustries cenire at thess imjortant polots,
but labor will cantralize where the oppor.
tunity is the greatest for its employwment,
o ly skilled labor.

bor, and the industries employing it,
will both be bensfitted, the former having
the opportunity of selecting bis work and
piace, and Lhe Iatier is enabled to procure
the best skill, and Lhersby can compsie
with his competitor In placing his product

An isolated plant, therefore, even though
not located in an isolated place, will
under greatl disadvantage.

Mecond, as to eapital, No business enter-
prise oan succesd without capiial, aod that
sufficlent capitsl ; not s surplus, Burplus
has a tendency 10 make men careless, din.
qualify them for a ful buel ite,
sod In many cased prove ruinous to their
business and thewmselven. Too many per-
#ons have never loarned the wvalus of a
dollar, nor what it cost to earn s doilar,
and sn abundance of capital placed in
thelr hands often throws their braln from
Ita equilibrinm, and the resuit is a fallure.
The capital should bejjample s0 as Lo také
advantage of all discounts, but not so
nmcrle that collections would be neglected
and goods sold on ton long credits,
Nelther should it be so large that an indl-
vidaal or corporale enlerprise can carry a
large nomber of trading acoounts on s
ledger. This s one of the curses of the
mercantile life. Somebody must pay for
these long credits ; aak yoursolves Lhe ques-
Uon who it is ? 1 would rather Insure the
suoccess of an individual enterprise with a
mt borrowed capital than with a large

k acoount Lo the credit of the individoal
who entera upon a new enterprise. It will
compel » wan to push his business instead
of it pushing him. An obligation to meet,
whioch will either advance or decrsase bis
ecredit In the merchant world, will bean
lucentive Lo grealer energy and may de-
valop s man into s inerchant priooa.

Toe character of the business and the lo-
cation belng favorable, and capital being
ample, will not insure of themselves su. -
coas, Those are (ndispeasable reqaisites ;
but, unless thess are scormpanied by the
necoseary qualitioation, fallure wiil ba writ-
n over tue sutarprise, (}adlitdoation 1s

The merchandise in which you
trade may be 80 well known that it ap-
parently doss not nesd your reputation,

Doea that eatablish one foryou? By no
means, The article manufmotared and the
merchandise traded in, though of the very
highest merit, can not save an unsorupu-
lous management

You want, In fact you must have, the
confidence of the trade, and when you have
attained it you must prove youissif worthy
of it The man who expsots to hold the
confidence of hia trade by establishing
the principle, “Your eyes are your mar
ket,” wiil ind it to vanish like the dew of
A summer morning before the moorching
rays of a noon-day sun. You may mislead
and blindfold your trade for the time twing,
but retribution will come, You will be
Jug at the bar of public opinlor. Equity
will be established, and upon the lintels
over your door-posis will be writien *'1sii-
ure—Desarved Fallure '’

Nothiog will as psrmanently eatablish
an enterprise an bhonest business mothoda
Let the public by experience learn Chat
your word is as good as your bond, and
you have laid the foundations for a supor-
struoture of a snccessiul business life that
will stand long after this mortel body has
decayed.

In summing up this whole matter in the
suocessful presecution of m new enterprise,
we would say that ils naturo must be
ndp to the lcoation, You must have n
suflinlent amount of eapital, It must ba
under the suparvision of skilled, practioal
men., They must be enargeiic men ol one
idea—the suoccess of their enterprise, not
some othere, Keonomy must be practiced,
honeaty must be Lhe controlling principle,
and sucoess will be assured,

Mr, Riddle sgreed wilh those remarks
and added that it is not besithy for s busi.
nots communily to employ (oo much
female or minor labor,. We bhave propor-
tionately more bays and girla at work than
any olher town In the state, and he would
rather have s factory employing 100 men,
the heads of families, than 500 women and
minors, We flod men ldle and women
and cblldron at work because there ls no
waork for the heads of familien, * I don't
take exception to Lhis, becausse nn doubt It
in the best that they can do, but I respect
that community tho most whore tho mon
do the work,”

A FROFOSED SAFE FACTORY.

Prealdent Wickersham then intreduced
Mr. Suflel who proposes to atart o sale fso-
tory in Lanocastér. Mr, Stitlel staled that
be had chosen Lancaster because of ita cen.
tral location both as a recsiving and dis-
tributing polnt., This s the centro of tlo
best merkeot for esles, Most of Lho sa'e
manufacturers have gone Wesl and some
of the older factories In the Esst have gouo
out of business, ao that most of the safes
ncid in this part of the country are brought
from the West, 1lo said that the advan-
tages of this city a4 & home for labor had
attracted bim.
